This is a decision on the petition, filed under 37 CFR 1.182 on 13 
February, 2001, requesting that a terminal disclaimer filed in 
the above-identified application be withdrawn. The Office 
apologizes for the delay in responding to the present petition. 

The petition is dismissed . 



The present petition requests that a terminal disclaimer filed on 
6 August, 1999 be withdrawn. 

Upon review of the basis for obviousness-type double patenting 
which was previously overcome with a Terminal Disclaimer -in the 
present application to disclaim U.S. Patent No. 5,447,841; the 
Examiner has set the following determination forth. Even though 
claim amending has occurred in the present application; said 
amending has not sufficiently distinguished many of the claims in 
the present application from those in U.S. Patent No. 5,447,841 
to nullify or remove the requirement for the Terminal Disclaimer 
which previously disclaimed Patent No. 5,447,841. If said 
Terminal Disclaimer were to be withdrawn, it would be deemed 
necessary to reopen prosecution to re-apply an obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection against at least claim 48 and others 
in the present application; based on U.S. Patent No. 5,447,841. 

For the reasons stated above, withdrawal or nullification of the 
Terminal Disclaimer is not appropriate, and the petition is 
DISMISSED.
